CHILD LABOR LAWS. 
Bevcral important * hangc.s 
in th e : 
child lalror law- of the -tat*' are sug 
gestod us the report of th** »peoia! corn ; 
mitte© appointed by the Minnesota Ed- i 
ucational aneociation to investigate the 
present laws m relation to attendance 
of children at school. The report was 
handol to.I. VV. Ol-en, superintendent 
of public instruction, on the 22d, to in-, 
corporate in his biennial report. 
It recommends that parents be com -1 
polled to give under oath the reasons 
why they desire to take th«• ir children j 
from school, and that no permit be 
granted for a longer period than six 
months. 
It is also recommended that 
more safeguards lie thrown around the 
granting of permits by the school auth 
on ties. The report says; 
“ We find that the present law does ; 
not adequately protect children under 
fourteen years of age. 
This failure to 
protect is due to the fact that permits 
are too easily obtained. 
“The blank application which the 
state furnishes does not require the 
parent to take oath that he or she is 
giving the true rea onw for the necessity 
of putting the child at work. The pres 
ont law only requires the parent or 
guardian to take oath an to age and 
parentage of the child. 
At present the 
parent is not required to take oath that 
the reasons given are true. 
“ We therefor© recommend that the 
law be so changed that paronts or 
guardian be legally held to a -trict ac­ 
counting for tle ir statements 
when 
they ask for a permit. 
“ We also recommend that the law be 
so changed that all children be kept in 
school until fourteen years of age; that 
permits granted for children between 
the apes of fourteen and sixteen years

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CHILD LABOR LAWS. 


Several important changes 
in 
the 
child labor laws of the state are Rug 
jested in the report of the special com ­ 
mittee s p lin t e d by the Minnesota Kd- 
ucational association to investigate the 
present laws in relation to attendance 
of children at school. 
The report was 
handed to.!. W. Olsen, superintendent 
of public instruction, on the 22d, to in­ 
corporate in his biennial report. 
It recommends that parents bi* com­ 
pelled to give under oath the reasons 
why they desire to take their children 
from school, and that no permit be 
granted for a longer period than nix 
months. 
It is also recommended that 
more safeguards be thrown around the 
granting of permits by the school auth­ 
orities. 
The re port says: 
“We find that the present law does 
not adequately protect children under 
fourteen years of age. 
This failure to 
protect is due to the fact that permits 
are too easily obtained. 
“The blank application 
which tho 
state furnishes does not require the 
parent to take oath that hi' or she is 
giving the true reasons for the necessity 
of putting the child at work. 
The pros 
ont law only requires the parent or 
guardian to take oath as to age and 
parentage of the child. 
At present tho 
parent is not required to take oath that 
the reasons given are true. 
“ We therefore recommend that the 
law be so changed 
that parents or 
guardian be legally held to a strict ac­ 
counting for their statements 
when 
they ask for a permit. 
“ We also recommend that the law be 


mo changed that all children bo kept in 
school until fourteen years of age; that 
permit.- 
granted for children between 
tho ages of fourteen and sixteen years 
be very carefully guarded, and that no 
permit be granted at any time for longer 
than six months. 
“ We firmly believe that when parents 
are not able to send their children to 
school until fourteen years of age, the 
state should in some way provide for 
these unfortunate children «until they 
arc able to care for themselves. 
“We would re s p e c t f u l l y recommend 
t h a t t h e committee of tho legislature to 
which this law is referred be requested 
to draft a new law which will embrace 
the above recommendations. 
Your com­ 
m ittee eau see no good reason why Min 
noriota should not at thi.^ time protect 
it s e l f against the development of child 
labor and thus save itself from the dis 
a strous difficulties w ith which many of 
the 
Fastern and Southern states arc 
uow contending, and save many of its 
children from wreck and ruin.”

“The blank application which the 
state furnishes does not require the 
parent to take oath th a t he or she is 
giving the true reasons for the necessity 
of putting the child a t work. 
The pros 
en t law only requires the parent or . j j 
guardian to take oath as to age and 
parentage of the child. 
At present the 
parent is not required to take oath that 
t h e reasons given are true. 
“ Wo therefore recommend th a t the 
law be so changed 
th a t parents or 
guardian be legally held to a strict ac­ 
counting for their statements 
when 
they ask for a permit. 
“ We also recommend th a t the law be 
too changed th at all children be kept in 
school until fourteen years of age; t h a t 
permit- granted for children between 
the ages of fourteen and sixteen years 
Im) very carefully guarded, and t h a t no 
permit be granted at any time for longer 
th a n six months. 
“ We firmly believe th a t when parents 
are not able to send their children to 
school until fourteen years of age, the 
s ta te should in some way provide for 
these unfortunate children , until they 
are able to care for themselves. 
“ W e would respectfully recommend 
t h a t the committee of the legislature to 
which this law is referred be requested 
to d raft a new law which will embrace 
t h e above recommendations. 
Your com­ 
m ittee can see no good reason why Min 
neeota should not at this time protect 
itself against the development of child 
labor and thu s save itself from the dir- 
astrous difficulties with which many of 
the Has tern and Southern states are 
now contending, and save many 
of its 
children from wreck and ruin.”

COFFIN CASE GOES TO THE JURY 


William Coffin Put Up a Plea of 


Insanity as an Excuse for 


Forging a Check. 
The jury in th<> case of the state 
against Jacob Nowatny, charged with 
robbery, returned a verdict last evening 
of guilty as charged in the complaint. 
Nowatny is the man who robbed his 
friend in this city last Fourth of .July 
out of 860 or more. At the time many 
of his Little Falls friends would not be­ 
lieve that tho chargo had any founda 
tion, but it happened to leak out after 
Nowatny went back to Little Falls from 
Brainerd that he displayed quite a sum 
of money and as it was known that he 
had no money before he came to Brain­ 
erd the natural conclusion was that the 
claim made that he had robbed his 
friend had some foundation and this led 
to his arrest. 
Late yestorday afternoon the case of 
the state against William Coffin was 
taken up. 
County Attorney Crowell 
appeared on behalf of the state and At­ 
torney M. E. Ryan on behalf of the de­ 
fendant. Coffin is the man who passed 
a forged chock on McCarthy Donahue 
last fall in this city and who was arrest­ 
ed later at his old home near Litchfield. 
The defense that Coffin put up was in­ 
sanity and there were a string of wit­ 
nesses who testified as to his peculiar 
actions about Gull lake where he lived 
for some time. Coffin wrote out a check 
and presented it to be cashed to Mc­ 
Carthy A. Donahue. It was for some­ 
thing like 831.00 and he secured the 
money on it. The court held a night 
session last night and did not adjourn 
until after 10 o’clock. The case went 
to the jury about 10:30o'clock this morn­ 
ing. 
The case of Idling Johnson vs the 
Batchelder Lumber company was next 
to be called. The plaintiff sued on a 
contract, but the case was disposed of 
for the present shortly after the jury 
was called and will go over the term on 
a stipulation of both parties.
